"The key lo a nation's future is 
in thc pnst", said Miss Charlotte 
Whitton, C.B.E., M.A., D.C.L., L.L.D.. 
in her address to the McGill School 
of Social Work on tho "Background 
of Canadian Social Work", dçliwr- 
ed over two lecture periods on 
Wednesday and Thursday morning, 
• November 24 and 25. 

Miss Whitton, whose record of In- 
spired pioneering in social work in 
our country has led her to be 
known in many circles as "the Jane 
|Adams of Canada", was born in 
'^Ontario, and is a graduate of 
Queen's University. 

Tracing thc social dcv-clopment of 
Canada and high-liehtini; the com- 
plex geographic and cultural 
factors. Miss Whitton revealed how 
thc early individual ;ocial evolu- 
tion nf thc numerous isolated geo- 
graphic and cultural areas of Can- 
ada had has such a basic influence 
on thc later social development of 
Canada as. a nation, and how from 
this present social structure the 
future social development of Can- 
ada will evolve. 
V Miss Whitton gave a vivitl por- 
. 'frayai of thc momentous task it 
was to transform thc thin strip of 
widely scattered populations strct- 
chins over thc thousands of miles 
of Canada's width, and divided by 
cultural and natural barriers, into 
thcnation that Canada now is. 

Considering specifically the evo- 
lution of social welfare in Can- 
ada, Miss Whitton clearly .«howod 
how the varying historical and 
cultural backgrounds of thc prov- 
inces have affected their individual 
approaches to the solving of com- 
mon social problems. In this con- 
nection, she discussed thc tendency 
towards a local municipal rcspons-

his pupils. There is very little per- 
sonal contact between the profes- 
sor and thc student. However, this 
may well be due to the size of thc 
University and the number of stu- 
dents he is compelled to teach. (1 
may be prejudiced, since my dad's 
a prof, himself.) 

Ben Kaulback, Eng. 3, stated, "As 
human beings I think they arc a 
fine bunch of fellow.s, but as for 
teachers, well, some ot their 
methods of teaching could be im- 
proved, in some cases more than 
others. I believe they know their 
stuff, but owing to their manner 
of speaking, or their treatment of 
thc subject they don't get what they 
arc trying to say across to the 
students.

THE THEORY OF ECONOMIC CHANGE, Professor B, S. Keirstcad; 

MacMillan, 378 pages; $5.00. 

This is the iirst lime that I have ever had the pleasure of reading the 
work of an author whom I know personally. Especially pleasurable is 
this privilege when the period of acquaintance has stretched over three 
years In the class-room and club meetings. Professor Kclrstead has been 
working with those ideas over a period ol seven years, 1 believe, and 
his students will find here a chronicle of the growth lo maturity of those 
ideas. 

The book is divided into six parts, the first part being conccred with 
some fundamctal concepts in methodology, in which he sets out the 
Humclan critique of casualty and the Kantian attempt tp reconcile this, 
with his own cpistcmology. This is a valuahic re-statcmcnt because his- 
torical method has assumed all too readily that casuality is ■ category 
Prof. Keirstead shows that for social science a calculus of probability 
is both possible and satisfactory, but this reviewer would have suggest- 
ed that a calculus might have been included. It would have been of great 
value to the non-philosophical student of economics whose happiness of 
mind may be upset by the Kantian failure lo condemn to eternal dam 
nation Hume's arid skepticism. 

Pari two is concerned with the general theory of economic change 
as seen historically through Smith, Ricardo, Marx and Schumpeter. 
Professor Keirstead's own view is that "no single-cause theory of econ 
omic change is tenable." In part three. Professor Keirstead is concerned 
with selling up models in which he can test analytically the consequences 
of injecting, into his model, the various causes of change-population 
variations, technical innovations, etc.

We didn't see or read the original 
Viennese version of "Help Your- 
self", but we're sure that it was 
a very good play. This comedy by 
Paul Vulpuis, presented last eve- 
ning by the MRT at the Guy 
Street Playhouse, unfortuntely 
loses something in the translation 
by a lack of emphasis at the climax. 

The plot is fairly simple; a 
brash young fellow walks into a 
bank from nowhere, sits down at 
a desk, and sUrts working. Out 
of thin air he creates a fantastic 



business deal involving millions 
of dollars, and proceeds to con- 
tolidate his pqsition by becoming 
the Chairman's right hand man. 
Mr, Richard Gilbert exhibits a 
certain poise and stage Jersonallty, 
in creating the role of Randolph 
Warrender, the impostor. His act- 
ing has a clean-cut quality, an 
economy of movement, which 
would grace a far more experienced 
actor.

study of the modern firm, and part Jive is the examination of the ef- 
fects of the process of the firm on the regional location of industry in 
Eastern Canada (in which the author has done previously some con- 
siderable work). 

Part six, as the result of the work of the last three books, concerns 
itself with defining the areas of free decision which the individual and 
the community can make. This he regards as the social task of the 

economist. Of the old political economy, he writes: "They informed or 
pretended lo inform the voter and the legislator of the physical and in- 
stitutional laws that would determine the sequence of events that fixed 
the possibilities of social judgment." With so many economists confined 
in their thinking of social problems to postulating economic objectives, 
it is a Joy to find a leading economic theorist writing on society as a 
political philosopher. Professor Kclrstead is a liberal, one of the small 
band still left who are capable of seeing both sides of a question (yet 
still able to.form a Judgment of their own) and seeing the rational good, 
not in terms of themselves, but in terms of the community. 

On the problem of monopoly, a question which the economist very 
often ignores, I wish that he had said more. In such an industrial em- 
pire as the U.S. Steel Corporation, is it possible to divorce the operation 
of the various plants from the ownership control of the parent body, 
and yet maintain the gains to be got from large scale production and 
set the plants up under Independent ownership in competition with one 
another? Moreover what is to be done about the practice by industry 
of establishing large reserves for investment, in direct contradiction to' 
the liberal theory that the money for new investment should come as 
the result of bidding for capital on the open mark%t (although as Pro- 
fessor Slichtcr has shown, the public is very reluctant to loan its money; 
and without investment from industrial reserves there would be very 
little new investment). 

Nevertheless Professor Keirstead brings a great deal of economic 
wasteland under cultivation with his economist's box o( tools. —P. K. S.

VOYAGES TO THE MOON. By Marjorie Hope Nieholson. MacMillan, 

207 pages: $4.75. 

This book is a survey and analysis of the development of man's 
ideas of flight and the cosmic voyage, and its influence upon literature. 

Touching upon classic legend and writing in Luclan and others, on 
the one hand, and the science fiction of the past century and a quarter 
(as exemplified in Poe, 'Verne, Wells, and C. S. Lewis), on the other, 
this volume primarily deals with the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries. This was the age of early development in aviation, beginning 
with crude gliding experiments in the 1650's, and culminating in the 
Montgolficrs' balloon-ascent of 1783. In this period, astronomy was young 
also, and men believed that the conquest of interplanetary space was 
only a step after the achievement of aerial travel. And in this age, 
flourished* a great literature of essay and fiction, since obscured, which 
dealt with imaginative ideas provoked by these glowing visions— in 
particular. Ideas of interplanetary travel. Bcgining with, astronomer 
Kepler's "Somnium," a thread ran in literature through writings of 
John Donne, Ben Johnson, Bacon, Defoe, Addison, Swift, Rousseau, and 
others, including in its procession now-obscure books, such as "The 
Man in the Moone" and "Peter Wilkins," Which were once as widely 
esteemed as "Robinson Crusoe." 

Miss Nicolson, a former Dean of Smith College, and now professor 
of English at Columbia University, has long been interested in the im- 
pact of science on imaginative writing. In this volume, she has succeed 
ed In brilliantly analysing their inter-relations. It there is any criticism 
to be made, it Is only that she has failed to estimate adequately the 
trends and achievements in modern attempts at this genre. 

Thorough without being pedantic, and detailed without being dull 
this book is not for scholars only. It should attract particualrly those 
interested in the early history of aviation and astronomy, as well as 
those finding allure ' in a little-known but widespread branch of 
literature.— M. D. '
